.Vlways fiiieiiiiist when the ailiirnment 
of tliei; ])ietty littlo temple for .some 
especial festival calla for the exercise of 
their ingenuity and artistic taste, the 
ladies of .St. John's liavo for the past 
miiiitli been busy with preparations for 
( 'hristiiiai. Their win'k is now linishcil, 
and cliai ining is the perfccteil ellect. 

After having caiefully coiisiilereil a 
multitude of plans, an intricate and 
beautiful . design obtained froi.i New 
York was adopted by the workers of 
the church and carefully followed in the 
decorations. The principal objeol 
of beauty, and the part of the 
iiriangeiiieiita upon which the moat 
time and the greatest attention has 
been s]ient is the screen, — an airy struc- 
ture wliicli tills the entire frontof the 
cliaiiccl, ami whose graceful lines and 
harmoniously blended colors cannot fail to 
attract the admiration of all who see it.

The 
font ia also tastefully decked with 
green and tlowei's, the whole decoration 
of tho church, while aiinple in its char- 
acter, being excaeilirigly pretty and ef- 
fective. To lu'oduce tlie results obtained 
the ladies jof the chuicli worked well 
together, and the workers are certainly 
deserving of piaisc.

The young ladies of this homelike 
and well-attended church have this year 
had entire charge of the C'hi istinus ilec- 
orations, and well have they acijiiit ted 
thomselves the. adornment of the 
church and ohuicel far aurpossing all ef- 
forts of former years. All the windows 
are wreathed in cedar and fir ; the top 
of the waiiiscotling is hidden under the 
same rich green, and the window sills 
are tilled with beautiful moss upon 
which are placed letters of white, which 
with the circuit of the auditorium being 
made forma the triumphant song of the 
ungela, "(Jlory to Gou in the Highest ; 
On ICartli Peace, Good Will Toward 
-Men," Tlie pulpit has been Iriiniiied 
with Hi'tistic care. Ario.ss its front ia 
hung a drape of Nile green silk, while 
hiilly and juniper, llowers and berries eom- 
plelo the pretty ellect. .-Vllernale white 
and red |iaiiels covered with a tracery 
of ivy, form the decorations of the altar 
rails; wdiile the eiida, the base, and the 
rails proper are also tritnmed with fir. 
Hnlly alone lias been used in beautifying 
the corniiiunioii rail. The lectern rises 
fi-oiii a bank of moss, and is trinirned 
with draperies of three 'John's, relieved 
with holly, berries, and llowers, varia- 
galed leaves of ivy lending a graceful 
ellect to tlie whole. No draperies have 
been used ill the enibellialinieiit of the 
reading desk, which ia, however, a 
iiKidol of carefnllj' finished and artiatic 
work. The plan of decoration liere 
adopted is aiinplicily itself. The base 
is forineil of iiiasaBil foliage, the front 
covered with a delicate tracery of holly 
and ivy, and tho top wreathed with tho 
same glossy green which falls in graceful 
festoons at the ends and over the front. 

A new and extremely pretty efTcot 
liaa been produced by the ladies having 
the adornment of the font in their 
charge. Its base ia formed of ivy; the 
body of swan down, frosted, and par- 
tially covered with green, through 
which the auowy white background 
glistens like dewdrops in the morning 
aunlight. A pure white dove hovers 
over the font, with pinions outstretched. 

All the young people have taken great 
interest in their labor of love, and too 
much credit can hardly be given them, 
when the beauty of the decorations is 
noted. The work of trimming the 
church was divided as follows: Mrs. 
Cridge, pulpit; Messrs. .Bowker,. and 
.lohnaou, window sills; Miss Pe'mber- 
ton and Miss Langley, lectern ;

ST. JAMES' CHURCH. 

In the decoration of this handsome 
little place of worship there exists a 
very strong similarity to the general 
style adopted by the coiigi-egatiiin ol St. 
John's; the chancel screen in fact be- 
ing made from the same design, so that 
in part a deseriiition of the one will siif- 
lice for both. In .St. Janus' the eliaii- 
c(d ia [ilainly but neatly Iriiiiineil with 
holly Ihroughont, while al the eml of 
the choir rail a white cross shines 
llnougli the mass of brilliant grccii. 
'I'lic main points in the screen are much 
the same as that in .St. John's, the nia- 
Icrials used ill its foriiiatioii being cedar, 
holly, ivy and inoiiiitaiii ash berries. In 
the upper arch a big bell of choice 
ilowera is suspended, while above all 
but the white crosu is tho title of the 
Angels' song, "Glory to God in the 
lligheat." A cross . of snowy 
white forms the principal decoration of 
t he reading desk ; relieved with sprays 
of holly and wreaths ,of ivy. The lee- 
tei 11 is trimmed to ooirespond with the 
reading desk j' and the ' Windows arc 
decorated with cedar and fir. In the 
aomi-otrcle over the big window in the 
rear is the text, "Hark the Herald 
Angels Sing, Glory to the New Born 
King." 

A great amount of care has been 
taken in tho beautifying of the font, 
which is triinmed at ti.e base with moss; 
at the sides witli ivy and ferns, alter- 
nating with symbols of the elinrch, and 
is cover ed with moss iuid ehiyaantlie- 
niiiiiis ; from the centre of the fragrant 
heap a double-cross of crystal white, 
twined with smilax rising above the 

whole. 

li'or the pretty decoration of the 
church credit is especially due to Miss 
and Mrs. Vidler, Miss l.aw.son, tho 
Missefi .Aligns, .M IS. .1.

Fatal , Cave-in' ' in thia Hayward 
and Hobart Drift. 



Slow. Frosrresa of tho SeareUlng PartyT 
The Cause of the Acciuents- 
Narrow Kseapcs. 



San Andreas, Cal., Dec. 23.— A dis- 
astrous oa.ve-in occurred in the Lane 
mine, owned' by Haywurd & Hobart, 
located on tho west edge of Loa Angelea, 
by which sixteen men were buried and 
are now supposed to be dead. Nineteen 
men were aent into the drift on the 400- 
foot level to repair the timbering which 
hud become loosened. They had not 
workod over an hour when suddenly 
tho supports of tho upper timbers, 
swerved to tho right and tho roofing of 
earth and rucks full, at the same in- 
stant burying the unfortunate sixteen 
beneath the debris. Thomas Corwin 
and two Italians were working nearer 
the mouth of the drift and managed to 
escape with their livea, though Corwin 
was badly injuredabout the head. Corwin 
stated that tho partitions were leaning 
badly when ho wont into the drift with 
the rcat of tho miners, but no one sus- 
pected there was danger of a cave. 
When it came tliey were unprepared. 
He and the Italians escaped as soon as 
they heard tho tirnbera crack. The 
others alao started on a run but were 
too far in tho drift to reach a place of 
safety. . • 

Immediately after the accident men 
were lowered down the Shaft, and enter- 
ing tho mouth of the drift commenced 
digging into the debris. The effort was 
useless, as tho - timbers ' seem to have 
been woven together, as though:' the 
sides of the driKs had fallen towards 
each other and been covered by tho 
rooting. By this morning the rescuing 
party liadsuoeeeded in getting but eight 
feet into the . pile of earth and tim- 
bers^ and none of the victims had been 
reached. There is no prospect of get- 
ting the men out alive.

TEH JSUJfiUS BY-LAWS. 

Tho Board of Aldermen transacted 
some important business on Monday 
evenmg. This city must keep all the 
industries that are established witliin 
its lioiinils, and should eniUiavcn- by every 
legitimate means to induce men of 
capital to set uj) in it new industries. 
Tlio policy of giving bonuses to inanu- 
facttuing establishiiicuts has worked 
well in many parts of Canada, ^'illa- 
gea which were dull and declining have, 
through their iiistrunientality, become 
busy hives of industry. If, by thu ex- 
penditure of a comparatively aniall sum, 
tho rice mills can bo kept in Victoria 
and a llouring mill, a sugar retiiiery 
and a paper mill established, the invcst- 
niout will be a good one. It is well 
known that business brings business. 
If Victoria niuUea a good atart as a 
manufacturing centre, ^capital,, will be 
attracted to it xnd now niunufacturea 
will be addeil to those already establish- 
ed. Tho city has many advantages of 
which ita iahabitant^^would do well to 
avail ihcinselyeBwlieneve^ the opportun- 
ity oH'ura. 

Tho rice iiiill can be retained without 
a cash bonus. All that ia reijuired is to 
exempt it from ta.xatiou for u term of 
years and to give it free water. W'e 
are quite sure that the citizens of N'io 
toria will elieei fully extend tlii.s small 
nieaaura of encouragement to this in- 
dustrial coacern. 

It is proposed to give tho flouring 
mill a bonus of $10,000,, exemption of 
taxation and free water for ' fifteen 
years. This, it will be admitted, is not 
by any means t(jo geiierouH a inoposal 
on the part of the Corporation, it can- 
not be said th.d in order to encourage 
this industry they have laid a heavy 
burden on tho ratepayers. The ad van- 
Uge arising from the establish 
mciit of tho mills will be 
to them very considerable am 
worth more than the sum which they 
will be reij aired to pay. 

Tho proposed sugar refinery, if cir- 
cuni8ta,nce8 are. at all favorable, will be 
of great benefit to the city and sui' 
rounding country. The eNpeiiciKci 
busiiiOHs moil who propose to eslaijli.-l 
it here, no ihmbl made tin; calcuhainn: 
neccaaaiy to as.'siire Llieni that it allord.- 
u fair prospect of success. All soui ees 
of inforination are open to them, and 
they know th'e'animint' of business they 
will bo able to do as aoon us the works 
go into ()|)craliuii. The eiti/.cns of Vic- 
toria arc, tliei-cfore, wiirranled in coij 
eluding tbuLthuestablislimeulofa sugar 
refinery iu Victoria is no visionary 
sobemu, hut a praotloal buaineas enter- 
prise that has a good proap'eot'of buc- 
eesB. Tliey are warranted in giving it 
the encouragement that the Corporation 
provides for in tlm by law. I<'()rty 
thousand dollars ia not a very large 
sum for the whole city to pay towards 
the encouragement of such an important 
industry, but it will ho quite a help to 
the projectors, mid may <;iisnre tlndr 
Hiiccoss. 'J'liis witli e.veinjition from 
taxation for liftcen years and ti'ei; water 
is Mhat is proposed to do for 
thu augar rulincry. We trust, there- 
fore, that tho ratepayers will give 
tliat enterprise tho aid which the 
corporation proposes to extend to it. 
So moderate a sum na .^.")(),()()0 is not 
much to seciiro the establishment of 
three inanufaclurijig concerns witliin 
thu city's limits.

But a begin- 
ning must be miidc soiiii' timi', and \\\\y 
not na well now as later on when the 
work, it may ho, will bu iiiuru dillioiilt,

OUR WINTER. 

H.tro it ia Chriftmaa, and \re have not 
had u cold day yet. There has been no 
frost to Bjieak of. There have been two 
snow showers, but the ground was white 
for only a few hours. Tlio winter, so 
far, has not only not been unpleasant, 
but it has been very pleasant. Tho 
weather hati been tlio reverse of gloomy. 
Tho sun has ahouo not only brightly but 
genially. The visitor from the East 
finds it hard to utideratuud how u 
December sun can be so warm. The 
sun shines sometimes iu Ducuinbcr in 
Kasterii Canada, and although ita rays 
aru bright enough they are not per- 
cuptably warm. But hero the suuuy 
side of the street is very pleasant. The 
mild air, the warm sun, and the clear 
tiky remind one of the pluasaiit days of 
L'aily spring in the Kast. 

I'eople iu othur parta of (,'auada are 
t.-)Li that if tliere is not much frost in 
llritiah Columbia during the winter 
months, there ia a great deal of ruiu — 
chat there is a perpetual dowiii)our, and 
'that for months there ia hardly a break 
in the leaden sky. There could not be 
a greater mistake than this. So far, 
this winter, the weather has beou rather 
showery than raiuy. A good deal of the 
rata^^hitf fallen in' the night time, 
and the showers in the day have been, 
for the most iiart, light and of short 
duration. It is cpiito a mistake to aup- 
|i()se that the winter ruiu in Victoria 
..ml the country surrounding it is inces- 
saut. We veuture to say that there 
Naive been many- more , bright days in 
and near Victoria since tho Ist of No- 
vember than in any Kastern Canadian 
c;ity or town that can lie named. There 
has been hardly a day since that date in 
which a delicate person could not have 
taken exercise in the open air and enjoyed 
it^ A good idea can be had of tho kind 
of' weather that we in Victoria have had 
vvlion it is known that the rosea have 
not yet ceased to bloom in the open air. 
>Ve do not soy that all rose bushes are 
oveied with bloom, but we do say that 
the buds which were formed earlier in 
the season have-not yet ceased to swell 
aud to open out. in niiiny Victoria 
gardens on this Christinas Day may be 
fimnd roses in bloom. 

The mildness and the pleasantncs.'! of 
ihc winter in N'ictoria is remarkable 
,iiul should be bettor known. There are 
comparatively .few; Canadians east of 
I lie Rocky Mountains who know that 
lliey need not go out of their own coun- 
1 ry to enjoy more agreeable and more 
salubrious weather in the whiter inoiitlia 
than can be found in Florida and many 
other winter resorts on this conti-icnt. 
If some of those who dread, the rigors 
of the Eastern Canadian .winter should 
come west to Victoria, instead of goiug 
south to Florida, they would . pass their 
timo more agreeably in more congenial 
-dciety and with greater benefit toXtaeir 
liealth. This is a matter that invalids 
and delicate penpna. in the. East should 
enquire into. Our own opinion is that 
tho advantages of Victoria as a winter 
resort can hardly be overostiimited. 
(j'niortimately the climatic advantages 
of the Canadian I'acilic coast have been 
liithurto little known iu the Kast, and 
until of late years it has been difTicult 
of access. But now there ia nothing 
to hinder every Canadian knowing 
what a pleasant place Victoria, British 
Columbia, is iu the winter time; and 
the I'acitic railways have brought it 
within easy distance of all the Kastern 
cities. The journey to the Coast can be 
made without fatigue and at little cost. 
Part of it, too, is through scenery of 
unrivalled magnificence, whicli every 
Canadian ought to see at leaat once in 
his lifetime.

NEAR THE TRUTH. 

We see that there are newspapers in 
he United States whloUdonot regard the 
lubjects of ljueen Victoria aa giouning 
under the iron heel of oppression and 
looking to republicans at homo and 
abroad for the means of relief. The 
.Seattle Morning .Jouriia'. evidently be- 
lieves that freedom exists in the ISritisli 
Empire, uid' that British subjects aro 
ulniost as well off as are the citizens of 
even the best of republics, it says in a 
recent issue : 

" Why .should Kngland become a re- 
public? It is not in the same position 
as Krauce Wiis under thuem|)lre. It is not 
governed by despotism as is the case of 
iliiasia and other European govern- 
ments. The iiopular will reigns there 
as it docs in this country, and royalty is 

,-i mere puppet to be > cd by the will 

of tlie people. Tlie i.iiiecn of Kngland 
docs not pikssuss I'lie-tlilrd of llic power 
.■iijoyed by tin; I'l-csidi-nt of the b'nited 
■stales. It is said that royalty is an ex- 
pensive puiipcl. ,So it is, but it must 
dso he reiiiemliercd that many of the ex- 
pl uses of the head of the nation arc 
Ihiiiu; by the (Jiicen out of her own 
sahuy, which in tliis country are borne 
by the government. 

"In some respects the ijeopls of Kng- 
land are as well ell' as we are and in 
siiine others belter. ,-Vllhoiigli they 
!iaVe not universal sull'rage the iiiialili- 
Mtionof voters is low. In tluMieci.-ssar- 
ii s of life they can liny for lifty cents 
.vhal we l.avc to pay a dollar for, and 
it lias been shown that wages, in some 
cases, arc higher than witTi us. It 
held that the people there are ground 
down by a grasping ariatooraoy, but the 
people of the United ; iStates are in the 
handsj everywhere, oif monopolies aud 
in otiir' hundreds of itiilliohairee wo have 
a shoddy aristocrttoV o? unbecoming as 
it is shoddy to toe forma of ft repiiblic. 
That tho monopoliata in this country 
ire each year drawing the cord tighter 
u'ound their necks, is plain to evi.'ry 
thinking man, and that the true prin- 
■ipl'js of a free republic will yet prcs ail 
.11 our midst goes wilhont saying, Imi 
:iiitil we are jiiirgcd of the ailiitrary 
^■oiitrol of miiiiijpoly and corrupt ion and 
I he party that upholds tliein the people 
lithe Tuiled .Slates eamiot be called a 
I i iily free people. The latest jihase in 
this reign of monopoly is to concentrate 
the power ovor elections in the hands of 
the federal govorninont at Washington. 
What more does England do than thia?" 

Our .■\mericaii neighbor ia bogiuning 
liiid out that there are tyrants, and 
most oppi'cs.Hive tyrants, wlin do not 
wear crowns on tliuir lieadH. \\'itli re- 
).;ai(l to electlotia wo beg to inforni our 
:oii temporary that elections in every 
part of tho British Empire ore us free 
ii iini expciitive control as tlioy can poa- 
iihly be. Till! Imperial Oovenimont 
Iocs not interfere with the action of the 
people at the polls. It is most careful 
to avoid oven thu appearance of iiiter- 
lerenco. Even when tho laws aio vio- 
lated the Govenmieiit docs not fntorfoio 
iiiilil all means of restoring order have 
hied and failed. Tho Kedoral 
(jiuveriimunt in thia Dominion would 



TRADE WITB AUaTBALIA. 

. ,Our fellow:-aubjects in Australia are 
ulive to the importance of having closer 
trade relations with Canada than those 
which now exist. They see difficulties 
in the way of attaining that object, lull 
they do not scorn to be inauperablo. The 
Townsville, Qucenslaud, Herald dis- 
cusses the subject fully aud intelligent- 
ly. It sayai 

"Evidently the Canadian Dominion 
has set her heart upon closer trade rela- 
tions with Australia via tho western ter- 
minus of the Canadian Paoifio Railway 
at Port Mooily. In point of time the 
proniotera of the scheme are moving en- 
ergetically iu the matter, and they pos- 
sess great influence and are very popu- 
lar in Canada, while they have also 
been very favorably liatened to in Lon- 
don. Tho qucatiou of ' How can the 
Uritish Columbia route be made to i)ay?' 
will be a very interesting one to our 
commercial magnates, and in cogitating 
on the siibjoct they must not forget that 
the preacut high pitch to which I'rotec- 
tion ia carried in Canada must not be 
lost sight of. The further question na- 
turally presents itself, "In the estab- 
lishment of this route will Canada 
consent to alter her tarifl' in sucli a 
manner lUJ to render the crea- 
tion of 'largo commercial trans- 
actions between herself and our- 
selves, possible and prolitable And 
we cannot see where the trade i." to 
spring from unless she does so consent. 
.Merchandise from Great Britain to Aus- 
tralia is bound to follow an all-sea 
route. There are not ipiito 10(1, ('"C 
British subjects in British Coluiubia, 
and not 200,000 all the way from I he 
I'acilic to Manitoba, a good l,."iO() miles 
away, whilethe aettlcdpo •I'onsof the I )o- 
iiiMiion are 3,000 miles distant. This, 
lio.vover, need not cause Australians 
iiiucli troillile. The liiatory of tlio Colo- 
nies, and notably of t^ucenalanil, jiroves 
conclusively what a mere liaiKlful of 
ICnglish-speaking people can do, iiiid 
Canada would assist us materially if we 
once opened up a market tliei e. The 
eatablishment of the I'acitic cable would 
also bring us closer together, and fur- 
ther facilitate commercial intercourse. 
But the success of the now line will be 
found to hinge on the question of t tr- 
ills ; and until that has been settled, 
progress cannot be reported. No doulit 
the conference which has been proposed 
by Canada will, if it ever sits, 
dispose of the matter, and the probabi- 
lities will then be somewhat more cal- 
culable than they are at present, 
liriilah Coluihbia ahould, however, be in 
a position to abaorb a very largo (pian- 
tity of our fruita, sugar, and other 
agricultural products, when our farmers 
shall have considered it worth their 
whiln to adopt a rational system of co- 
operation for the erection of pi^Bserving 
works, and the establishment of reliable 
agencies iu distant markets. " 

The tariir of tho Dominion is not, we 
presume, like the laws of the Modes 
and Persions. It can be changed, and 
when the people of Canada see that any 
considerable general advantage ia to bo 
gained by revising it, it will be revised.

Victoria to Have Vinegar, Blacking, Black 
Lead and BIneing Factories— An 
BntsrprlslDg Firm. 

W. J. Pondray & Co., the enterpris- 
ing soap-makers of Humboldt street, are 
making extensive additions to their pro- 
les for the purpose of starting vine- 
gar, blacking, black lead and blueing 
factories, the machinery for which waa 
purchased in England by Mr. Pendray 
on his rocont visit to the old country. 

Mr. Pendray alao brought an ex- 
perienced niocbunic out with him, who 
thoroughly understands tho business, 
aud will put the factories in running or- 
der as soon as the buildings are ready. 
When everything ia completed the linn 
will bo able to turn out 1,000 pounds of 
blacking, 500 each of black lead and 
blueing, BOO gallons of malt and white 
wine vinegar per day. 

The soap unuiufactory waa first start- 
ed in 1870 by the present proprietors, 
who at first did all the wtu k themselves, 
and later on engaged un assistant. Now 
they are turning out 200,000 poumls of 
different grades per week, giving em- 
ployiiieut to a large stall' of workmen. 
The success of the factory is due lo the 
energy aud piiiseverance of Mr. Pen- 
dray, and wifli that gentleni.-in at the 
head of tlie other departments tlieir suc- 
cess is assured. All the boxes, both 
card board and wooden, are made on tho 
preniiaos, tliuu kee[jing a large amount 
of money in the city which otherwise 
would have to be sent away.
